Casting aside traditional automobile design, Neon is the first and only car in its class with 


cab-forward architecture (A). As a result, the wheels are moved out toward the corners and 
you and four guests are accommodated with more than 91 cubic feet* of interior volume — 
through noticeably spacious doorways, no less. All doors contain ultra-high-strength steel 
beams (8) and structural reinforcements for dynamic side-impact protection. Driver and 
front-passenger air bags" (&) are standard. Four-wheel disc antilock brakes (D) are 
optional. A foldaway Integrated Child Safety Seat* (£) is available for youngsters at least 
one year old and weighing from 20 to 66 pounds. And Neon’s dealer-installed EVS II® 
Vehicle Security (F) option from Mopar is an alarm system that includes starter interrupt, 


a shock sensor, remote keyless entry and a personal panic mode.
